VICE-CHANCELLOR’S SPIRITED 
ADDRESS. 


SCHOLARSHIP NEED. - 


The Great Hall of the Hongkong 
University presented a colourful 
aight yesterday afternoon, when 
the 23rd congregation wan held 
and = degrees presented, Ts 
Excellency the Chancellor, Str 
William Peel, and the Vice-Chan- 
ecllor, Sir Willinm Hornell, honded 
the bie procession of Government) 
officials and prominent citizens. 

The congregation was declared 
open by the Chancellor immediately: 
after tea. In his address Sir 
Willlam Hornell sald: 

On March 16, 1931, this Univer- 
sity’s first Vice Chancellor, Sir 
Charles Eliot, died at nen. Sir 
Charles was a grent schojar and 
a great gentleman, As I anid when 
many members of the University 
met in this hall to pay to Sir 
Charles their last. tribute, looking 
back over thin University’s 
troubled history, U'have sometimes 
wondered and still wonder whether 
the Institution would have survived 
the years.of {ts precarious infancy, 
had ft not been for the personniity 
and reputation of ita first Vice 
Chancellor, May I repeat some- 
thing else which Tosnid on thia 
same ovension, namely, that it is 
Atting that we. while we deplore 
our loss, should determine (hat this 
University which meant sae much 
to Sir Charles Eliot, should be main- 
tained inn manner warthy of the 
great scholar who waa its first 
executive head, 

On March 28, 1931, the Univer- 
sity’s first: Professor of Medicine, 
Dr. John Anderson, died in hoepital 
at Shanghai. He was taken in the 
fullness of his vigour, To his many 
friends who met in this hall to 
testify to the affection In whiel: 
they held him, [ sugpested that as 
the years rolled by and the Univer- 
sity grew into manhood, it might 
be that many more eminent Pro- 
feasors than John Anderson would 
occupy ita Chair of Medicine, but 
that I doubted whether any of his 
successors would be more univer- 
sally beloved in) Hongkong, Dr. 
Anderson died a comparatively poor 
man, but he did not forget this 
University, He has bequeathed to 
the University the aum of £260 free 
of duty, for the establishment of a 
prize in the form of o gold medal 
to be given annually to the medical 
student who attains the highest 
aggregate of marks in all the pru- 
fessional examinations, 


Recent Arrivals, 


In December, Dr. Leslie Davis ar- 
rived {rom Cairo (he had been pre- 
viously in the Soudan) to fill the 
vacant Chair of Pathology. Earlier 
in the year, Mr. N. H. France came 
from Cambridge to be the Univer- 
aity's Reader in History, The 
University has been fortunate in 
securing the services of thease two 
officers. On behalf of you all I 
extend to them n hearty welcome 
and hope that they will be happy 
here. 

The Boxer Indemnity unto which 
this University had for so many 
weary years of waiting Nfted up 
its eyes in hope, was disposed of 
by an Act of Parliament which on 
March %, 1931, found its way on 
to the Statute Book of Great Bri- 
tain, Under the provisions of this 
Act a sum of £265,000 has been 
paid over to this University, This 
sum has been invested in War 
Loans in London, 


SALESMAN SAM 


A leading article in one of the 
local newspapers, criticized thia ar- 
rangement. “Why did the Univer. 
sity fot take advantage of the 
exchange and inveat the money 
locally?” It seems that under 
exiating finenclal conditions no one 
can ever do the right thing, for 
when the University in 1930. was 


in grave financial difficultigs owing: 


to the collapse of the dollar, the 
cry was “oll this might have been 
prevented if only a reasonably pro- 
portion of the University’s funds 
had been Invested tn sterling secu- 
rittes, ‘Ihe collapse shotld have 
been foreseen". Perhaps if we had 
forescen it, rome of us would not 
be here; but acriously, trustee 
securities are not ensy to find In 
Hongkong, nor do they yield any- 
thing. like the intercst they used to 
yleld a few years ago. Attractive 
Shanghni mortgages have been 
taken up, but 1 doubt whether it 
Would be wise to Invest’ all the 
University's’ funds In Shanghat. 


Destination of Fund: 


The rest of the Indemnity, the 
total value of which is over 
£11,000,000, has been assigned un- 
der the Act in the following man- 
ner. A sum of £200,000 has been 
paid to the Universities China Com. 
mittee in London, to be spent on 
certain. purposes specified fn the 
First’ Schedule to the Act. The 
remainder of the balance of the 
fund, that is to say the money 
which had already accrued as the 
result of payments olready recely- 
ed on the Indemnity'a ~ account, 
minus the expenses properly charge- 
abla to the fund (in which ex- 
penses the wmmounts of £265,000 and 
£200,000 which have now been paid 
respectively to the University of 
Hongkong and the Universities 
China Committee in London are 
included) ia to be paid to the 
Chinese | Government.

Empire.” During the course of 
the negotiations which preceded 
the surrender of the money the

The siyns are that it will be 
impossible, In the United States. 
in France and in Germany, the 
izolationists and the nationalists 
are forcing statesmen into false 
positions. In Germany. France is 
Hamed for all Germany's troubles. 
and the Fascists have worked this 
feelings into an agitation whieh 
seems wilfully designed to prevent 
the necessary accord between the 
two countries, To blame another 
country is not an arduous task, 
but unfortunately untimely dis- 
tribution of blame checks any 
kind “ of an understanding. 
People who are undergoing: hard- 
ships will readily believe that all 
would be well with them were it 
not for the “foreigner;” and they 
will resist concessions that in the 
long run would be in their own 
interest. ‘If the French and Ger- 
man Governments were allowed 
to work out a practical agreement, 
it is probable that they would 
make quick progress. But behind 
them both are inopportune and 
violent: Nationalist crities.. The 
critics in one country excite the 
critics in another, and the states- 
men hesitute to take such 
Mensures a8 they would  un- 
doubtedly take if they were not 
afraid of demagogic claims. : In 
normal times the exploitation of 
discontent for political purposes 
is bad enough, but‘in abnormal 
times, such as the present, it is 
extremely dangerous.

The present state of Europe 
nnd the causes of its unhappy 
plight make oa depressing  atory, 
one which presents a strange com- 
mentary on the cnapnelty of pre- 
sent-day democracies to mannge 
their affairs, and reflecta the 
tragic inability of post-war atates- 
manship to dope with the  taaks 
which confront it. . The firat step 
on the long road to recovery is 
fearless _ recognition of actual 
facts; the next, unflinching cour- 
nge in the framing of politics 
which accord with those facta.

In France and in the United 
States, the two countries which 
beside Britain nre most nearly 
concerned with the causes as well 
aa with the effects of the economic 
debacle, the hands of those 
charged with the direction of af- 
fairs are tied by considerations of 
domestic and party politics. The 
compelling significance of hard 
fact as well as the lessons of re- 
cent experience have no more 
esenped them than they have our 
own lenders: they sce with un- 
comfortable clearness what Iles 
ahead, and given the power to act 
they would act quickly and wise- 
ly. But though they ride in’ the 
whirbwind they-are powerless to 
direct thea storm. Their authority 
ix as dependant as it is brief, and 
every sentence they utter in pub- 
lic, as well as every move they 
mnoke fn Cotneil, musgf find ap- 
proval with the — strong-willed 
mnssea who are their masters. 


When Senator Shortbridge — in- 
quired of the Senate, “Why don't 
they pay us in gold?” nobody in 
that august assembly thought fit 
to reply. But ten million citizens 
of the United States echoed why 
don’t they? When Mr. James 
Beck reminded his fellow-Con- 
xressmen that “the quality, of 
merey is not strained,” tens of 
thousands of his countrymen 
pointed to thelr great army of 
unemployed and the enormous 
Budget deficit. Who can con- 
vinee the sturdy democracy of 
the United States that in this 
particular case above all others 
the quality of mercy is “twice 
blessed,” blessing “him that gives 
and him that takes?” History is 
about to repent itself, and Wood- 
row Wilson's fate will be Hoover's 
fate. ‘The political pot is about 
to boil over, and the still, small 
voice of reason will be drowned 
umid the raucous cries of party 
wire-pullers and determined office 
seekers. Few even among. our 
friends across the Atlantic—and 
these nre by no means insigni- 
ficunt cither in numbers or stand- 
ing—have any confidence that the 
new Congress will be ready to 
sncrifice ita political opportunities 
in the interest of world—and 
American—recovery. If we are 
wise we will cease to look to the 
United States for further help in 
the solution of our troubles.

French politics are totally un- 
like our own. To begin with the 
Constitution of the Republic sct- 
tled once and for all issues which © 
in Englund dominated the  poli- 
tical scene right up to-the out- 
brenk of the Great Wary and no 
sharp line of controversy divides 
the numerous ‘groups which con- 
tend for office, Moreover, unlike 
England, France is largely govern- 
ed by her rural population, which 
has few thoughts beyond the wea- 
ther, the crops and Germany, and 
it would be dif_lcult to find elae- 
where in Europe a more conserva- 
tive countryside. The great bulk 
of Frenchmen have no politics, 
unless a deeply rooted objection 
to direct taxation and to any so- 
cial legislation which might pos- 
sibly involye such taxation can be 
termed politics. But there is al- 
ways one great problem which can 
arouse. their interest and their 
enthusiasm—the German peril, 
and French politicians are ever 
on the alert to prove thelr own

The Frenchman is far from be- 
‘ing an Imperialist, nor is he in the 
least degree aggressive. Ho de- 
sires only. to be left alone—te 
repos—to work hard and put aside 
sufficient ngainst a rainy day.

for fear that yet again, the thrifty 
tranquillity of the nation be . dis- 
turbed. : 

If our reading of the trend of 
events in France and the United 
States is correct, it follows that 
Britain must look to herself, and 
to herself alone, for salvation.

We believe that Britain {fs better 
equipped to-day to weather the 
economic storms which. aro likely 
to brenk than any other of the 
great nations. Years of hard- 
ship and exhaustive effort during 
the war left us weary and spont. 
The psychological aftermath of 
those years brought luxury and 
indulgence; the need for eternal 
vigilance in natlonal- and domes- 
tic affairs was forgotten while we 
lenjoyed again the amenitles of 
life unoppressed by casualty lists 
and official cummunique..

WOMEN LIE DOWN ON 
TRAM TRACKS, 


Dunedin, Jan. 1. 
There were angry scenes In the 
city yesterday and again to-day 
when crowds of unemployed — at- 
tempted to loot a large  srocery 
store, 


The trouble b no yesterday 
morning when eral hundred 
unemployed marched to the offices 
of the hospital board and demand- 
ed relief. 


When the crowd was told that 
the board wis prepared to deal 
with individual cases, there were 
cries of “All must get relief or 
none," and a general march fol- 
lowed to one of the largest gro- 
cery stores, 


The police «frustrated an at- 
tempt to loot the store, but before 
the crowd dispersed there were 
novel seenes in the streets, women 
lying on the tramway tracks to 
impede the traffic. 


There was a recrudescence of 
the trouble to-day when the crowd 
made a second attack on the store. 


A cordon of civilians and police 
prevented looting and the crowd 
dispersed when assured that food 
would be distributed in the after- 
noon.—Ifeuter’s Special Service,

DISTILLERY IRREGULARIES 
MENTIONED. 


SUICIDE VERDICT. 


Dramatle evidence wna yiven hy 
Mra. Young, widow of Revenue 
OMcer N. J. Young, at the Coro- 
ner's inquiry into his death, con- 
ducted by Mr. Fraser yesterday 
afternoon. Mr, Young, it will he 
recalled was found lying dend on 
the hill-side near Laichikok Prison 
on the evening of November 4, 
1931, with n shet wound through 
hia hend. 

The jury empanclled consisted of 
Messrs. F. C.-Clemo, (foreman), Li 
Chor-son and Fan Kwok-hong. 

The Coroner said the inquest was 
to investigate the circumstances 
altending the denth of Revenue 
Otticer N. J. Young, whose  bedy 
was found on the hillside north of 
the Laichikok Prison. It was sent 
to the Public Mortuary on Novem- 
ber 6, The dead man had a gun- 


«pshot wound in the head, which was 


the primary cause of death. 

Liu Yung, a married Woman 
Sving in the Kau Pa Kang Village, 
testified that about pam. on 
November 4 she found the body of 
n oman lying on the hiltside above 
Castle Penk Road, whilst she was 
looking for a bullock. The dead 
man was dressed in European 
clothes. She made a report of her 
discovery to the Police, 

Chan Tai-kam, a retired pen- 
sioner and uncle of the last witness, 
avid he tovok the Police to the 
scene. 

Evidence was given by Sergeant 
Goodwin of being taken to the apot 
where the body was lying, and 
found the place to be about 500 
yards to the north of | Laichikok 
Prison. There he saw the body of 
na uropean, dressed in a blue 
blazer, white gaberdine trousers, 
dark brown shoes, and dark- 
coloured socka, A grey) felt hat 
was found lying alongside. A 
Jeather belt with an empty holster 
was tied round the body, and an 
mitematic pistol was clasped in 
the palm of the right hand. ‘There 
was ane empty ronnd jammed in 
the breech, the barrel of the pistol 
facing the right thigh. The bady 
was lying’ face downwards, — the 
right arm under the body and 
doubled up, and the left in line with 
the body. Witness removed the 
pistol, ‘The bady was badly decom- 
posed but witness could see that 
there was a bullet wound in the 
right temple. 

The place where the body was 
lyingg was o small ravine covered 
with bushes, ~ and shielded — from 
view of the road. It was impos- 
sible to see the body two — yards 
away, Witness had the body re- 
maved to the Mortuary, 

Stb-Inspector Michael Murphy 
‘deposed that he saw the body 
brought to the Shamshuipo Police 
Station where he mide a search 
and found a wallet in-an inside 
pocket. In it were a bus ticket, 
a cheque book and a bunch of keys, 
Attached to this bunch of keys was 
a Revenue Office seal, The name 
of the deceased was oon the bus 
ticket and the cheque book. No 
money at all was found inside the 
wallet or the pockets of the clothes 
of the deceased, but the body did 
not have the appearance of having 
heen rifled. 


Doctor Testifies. 


Dr. K, EH. Uttley said that about 
9.30 am. on November 6, the body 
of the deceased was identified in 
his presence by Sergeant Goodwin. 
On examining the body, witness 
found that it was that of an adult 
mals, five feet ten inches in height. 
He could not say whether it was 
that of a Buropean or not as it was 
inn very decomposed condition. 
There was a bullet wound on the 
right side of the forehead, and an 
exit wound on the left side of the 
skull just wbove the temple. 

“All the organs were too decom- 
posed to enable witness to say what 
state of health the body was in 
during life. Death was caused by 
Q gunshot wound in the head. 
Witness was unable to make a more 
definite examination and it was im- 
possible to say whether the wound 
had been self-inflicted or not. 

Qvidence regarding the — pistol 
whieh was found with the body was 
given by L.S.A. Scott, the Poljgc 
armourer. 

Mr. Jack ‘Johnston, of the 
Laichikok Prison, deposed that at 
about 6 p.m. on October 13, he met 
Revenue Officer Young walking 
along Castle Peak Road near the 
Laichikok Prison. Witness, who 
knew him by sight, nodded and the 
deceased responded. . 

Another European warder cor 
roborated the evidence of secing 
the decensed along Castle Peak 
Rond at 6 p.m. on. October 138. ‘ 

Pun Pui, the “bay” of the de- 
ceased, Bnid he last saw Revenue 
OMcer Young on the Tuesday be- 
fore his disappearance. He had 
known’ deceased, for, about a yenr. 
On this Inst occasion when he saw 
the decensed, the latter was normal 
both {n appearanco and manner. 

Li Fun, a Chinese Revenue OM- 
cor, snid ho had known the decensed 
for nbout two years, and had 
always found him to be a genial 
mon. Tho Jaat timo ho saw him, 
the deceased did not -seem to bo

Widow's Evidenc 
‘Before giving evidence, Mrs, 
Young asked, “Why is it that there 
is only one Burepean and two Chi- 
nese on the jury 7” 
His Worship.-You are not en- 
titled to ask that, Mrs. Young. 

Mrs, Young.—-[ am sorry. 

Mrs. Young then asked permis- 
sion to ask a question which was 
“not te be published,” whereupon 
the Coroner handed her a piece of 
paper, on which she wrote some- 
thing, 

She stated that she 
married to the decensed since 
Soplensber, 1928. She met the 
deceased on the P, and O. Khiva on 
sher way out from Home to Hong- 
kong, [n their married life they 
had had many domestic quarrels, 
which occurred very frequently.

After she had calmed down, wit- 
ness referred to a gun which de- 
ecased had in his possession and 
with which he had, about a year 
and a half ago, threatened her, him- 
self and everybody else. She had 
spoken to Mr, Lloyd, the Superin- 
tendent of Imports and- Exports, 
about it. ae ae 

She stated that her husband 
could have got long leave last year, 
but he would not: leave his job be- 
cause he said he could not hand it 
over to anybody else at the time. 

A few days before his death, de- 
ceased had not been living with her 
at their flat. She first heard he 
was missing on October 15. 

Witness alleged that deceased 
tried to send her to the asylum as 
insane, and kept a deetor in the 
house whom she did not like. 

Witness went on to say that de- 
ceased had many Chinese visitors 
at their flat. She objected to that 
because they spent: the whole even- 
ings there and she had to confine 
herself to the bedroom. 

Witness had been ill recently and 
her husband was worried over her 
illness. She had no reason to 
think that he would commit gul- 


cide; in fact he used to scorn it.

Lt. Commdr. Thompson of 
IL.M.S, Tamar, who was living in 
the anme building as the deceased 
and Mrs. Young, stated that he 
was on quite friendly terms with 
them. They did not visit one an- 
other very frequently. He knew 
that they hud domestic troubles but 
he had never witnessed any of 
their quarrels, From what he had 
scen of them both, he did not think 
they were very happy together. 
Mrs. Young seemed to him to be of 
a nervous and excitable tempera. 
ment and Mr. Young on the other 
hand was rather slow. Witness 

snid the last time he saw Mr. 

Young, on October 12, the Intter 
was rather depressed; in fact he 
had been 0 since October 4. He 
had never spoken of . suicide, but 
had talked about his job in a vague 
way, - 

Alleged Irregulnritics. 

Chief Preventive Officer Bul- 
lock said he had known Mr. Young 
for some time, and had found him 
to be very sober, As far as wit- 
ness knew, the deceased was quite 
an efficient officer, The last time 
he saw him was on the morning of 
October 13 in the Revenue Office in 
Hongkong. He had heard of. 
allegations against the dead man 
that there had been irregularities 
in_a distillery and that he had ap- 
parently countenanced. them. At 
the time, he did not pay much at- 
tention to these allegations. 

Mr. Hi. A. Taylor, Government 
Monopoly Analyst, deposed that he 
had known the deceased since 1927 
when Mr. Young joined tho 
Revenue Department. Deccascd 
was duc for long leave carly last 
year, but did not take. it because 
of two reasons which ho told wit- 
ness. The first was that Mrs. 
Young did not want to go to Eng- 
land and tho second that he had no 
monoy. Witness had always found 

"the deceased keen on his work.

National 
character that this heritage should 
now bernbandoned, But the ¢n- 
thusiast for Chinese learning must 
not forget the exigencies of modern, 
lif. China wants not only  ad- 
ministrators but doctors, engineers, 


lawyers, and commercialists, able, 


to do business with the world. 
Don't make the yoke of Chinese 
atudy too heavy for the averae 
hay or girl to bear. If you do, you 
will produce a reaction which will 
aweep your trenstred studies away 
—n reaction which not even the 
Manlins who are now flocking to 
Hongkong will be able to stem, 
even in this Colony. 


' Chinese Studfes School. 


‘Before leaving this subject, 7 
mention the opening by. Ils 
tlency in September last of the 
Tang Chi Ngong School of Chinese. 
It is an admirable building—a 
worthy memorial of the generosity 
of him who-gave it. Just inside 
the door of the building the donor 
has had inscribed In Chinese and 
English a legend to the effect that 
the building is given to the 
University to enable it to fulfil ita 
statutory obligation in the matter 
of Chinese teaching to which I 
have just referred.

Towards the end of Inst year the 
Universities Chinn Committee In 
London sent a delegation of its 
membera to China. The delegation 
consisted of Sir Reginald, John- 
ston, Professor W. G. S.° Adams 
of Oxford, and Professor P.M. 
Roxby of Liverpool. Sir Reginald 
Johnston and Professor Adams 
both visited Hongkong. The latter 
lived at the Univeralty for several 
daye and was able to find out for 
himself not only. what the Univer- 
sity was nctually doing in its 
various departments, but also what 
it aspires to do. Professor Adams’ 
visit was a great encourngement. 
What he will tell his colleagues on 
the Universities China Committee 
about us I do not know, but on one 
polnt I om guro he will inslat and 
thot is that if the British public 
wish to increase the influcnce of 
British educational {deala in Chinn, 
they can‘ not begin even to move 
in that direction so long as those 
in authority in Britain persist in 
ignoring this Colony as one of the 
centres from which this Influence 
should radinte. 

: What Mission Safd. 


And this brings me to the recent 
Rritish Economie Mission to the 
Far East. This was'a mission of 
hard-headed business men. — Its 
personnel included no idealist 
University professors, no ‘star- 
gazing educationalists, We did 
not Invite the Miagion to visit the 
University, but many of ite 
members came of their own ftte- 
cord—some more than onee, Well, 
in their report the Commission 
have deplored the permeation of 
Modern China by American culture 
aa prejudicin) to the interests of 
British trade in China. Thuy have, 
moreover, insisted that immediate 
tteps should be taken to remedy 
this by increasing the number of 
Chinese students who pass from 
Chinn to Universitles, Technical 
Institutes ond  workshopa in 
Britain, I have been asked what 
the Wniversity of Hongkong can 
do about It. It is a cheap rejoinder 
to say “we tdld you po,” but as o 
fact 1f any one connected with 
this University ever ventured in the 
course of the’ Jast seven years to 
say what the Trade Mission has 
now proclaimed, he was cither 
ignored or snubbed. And yet a 
Liberal M.P.  spenking in the 
House of Commons In 1924 in the 
course of the ‘debate on’ the 
Chinese Indemnity (Application) 
Bill said:— +> 


“We know perfectly well that in 
the past many of the large Ameri- 
cin industriniists, capecially in 
the Engineering trade have been 
in the habit of educating Chinese 
in their universities When we 
are asked to tender ‘for. certain 
work, we eal find that the 
Chinese engineers have drawn up 
the specifications In such a form 
as to render it impossible to get an 
order and it has been drawn up to 
send to the factory in which~the 
engineer has been educated in 
America.” 


Need for Scholarships. 


This University is. in desperate 
need of scholarships which would 
take its picked students to the 
Universities and’ workshops of 
Britain, but it hns no endowed 
scholarships, and no‘funds from 
which scholarships could be created, 
Before the Boxer Indemnity was 
finally disposed of, the Government 
of Hongkong implored. His 
Majesty's Government for a reason- 
uble sum for the creation of 
scholarships, but to no avail. The 
Americans have at thelr annual 
disposal substantial suma_ for 
scholarships tenable in the United 
States, and these scholarships, 
which are handled by the China

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Foundation for the promotion of 
Education and: Culture camo 
originally - from the _Ameritan 
shnra of the Boxer Indemnity. 
Surely the allocation from. the 
British share of the Indemnity of 
a reasonable sum, any £200,000, to 
form an endowment fund for 
scholnrships tennble in Britain 
would not have very scriously 
hampered the rehnbilitation of rail- 
ways in China and other produc- 
tive enterprises of the Government 
of Chinn fer which over ten 
million pounds would still have 
been available. But it is vain to 
ponder what might have been. 


Last July the Universities of the 
British Empire met in Congress at 
Edinburgh. Thia University was 
represented nt the Congress at 
which many a wise thing was 
anfd. L can not refrain in con- 
cluston from quoting-something of 
what Lord Meston the Chancellor 
of the University of Aberdeen con- 
tributed to the conference :— 


“There are certain things,” 
Lord Meston anid, “essential 
to tho well-being of their peoples, 
which he believed their Univer- 
aitles were doing, which ought to 
be done by their Univeratties and 
which could not. systematically be 
done except by thelr Unlversitics. 


Dispersal of Ilustons. 


Paramount among those services 
is to his‘ mind the dispersal of 
iHusions, It js the fashion 
nowadays for them to lecture ench 
other on the unwisdom of keeping 
their sons and daughters = in 
ignorance of -the mysteries of sex. 
Far more mysterious than sex is 
mind. Of all jts mysteries the 
stranpest is its greedy acceptance 
of tho impossible. It is thia 
breaking with Hlusiona which the 
University spirit could ease and 
expedite. . . First cousin: to 
illusion is hword; and here 
also their Universities have a2 
furtile field of action, Catchwords 
seem to be as essential to the 
popular digestion as certain morn- 
ing papers and patent ‘medicines. 
Setf-determination and self-expres- 
sion, democracy and bureaucracy, 
free trade and provection, nationa- 
Nsation and rationalisation—tho 
list is endless; and nine men out 
of ten never give an [intelligent 
thought to their meaning. Their 
Universities could, and he belicved 
that they alone could—insist on 
nilling all those phrases to the 
counter and dissecting them, instead 
of pinning them on to banners and 
niarching after them in circles 
seeeeeee Ket another task on which 
he id like to sea their 
Universities active is the passing 
of certain insolvent conceptions 
through the Bankruptey Court, so 
that plain honest people would 
refuse to give them further credit. 
Spirituality is one of those. Are 
we not weary of henring of “negro 
spivituals” and varjous cranks on 
their “spiritual homes” and the 
“spirltual undercurrent” in some 
strike of butchers’ assistants? 
Cheap enthusiasm and flabby 
emotions are not things of the 
snirit Another conception 
which.{s. continually being . pros- 
tituted is {denlism. The greatcst 
enemy of the ideal to-dny is 
identism-—or what passes for it. 
It is the umbrella put up to shelter 
all who cultivate the Becond-best, 
loose In their thinking, shoddy in 
their efforts, vaguo about their 
goals, <A ‘piece of” barefaced 
political Intrigue is not rendered 
respectable by being acclaimed as 
idealism.” ‘ 

My constant desire ja that this 
University will evér strive, how- 
ever narrow its scope, to do honest 
work and to free the minds. of Its 
students from the tyranny of catch- 
words, illusion and specfous {den- 
lism., In so‘far sus it succeeds in 
this, the University of Hongkong 
will be doing something to.restore 
China and the World to sanity,

Commenting on Dr. Bruening's 
statement, the Tintcs says: 

“The auprema question 
participants oat Lausanne 
have to consider is whether 
there in any real chance 
of recovery in Germany— 
nnd therefore averting. the dan- 
ger‘of n collapse In the reat of 
tho world—nq Jong as there ‘is 
hanging over her tho prospect of 
being called upon in. the near 
future to resume these payments, 
which drain her ccanomic re. 
sources and | strain her interna- 
tional financial exchanyes. The 
answer can be found only througn 
a thorough and frank discussion 
of the whole situation. So much 
depends on 9 solution of the pro- 
blem--not only for Germany but 
for her ereditorsa as well, and jn- 
deed for every country in the 
world including those who seem 
to have no direct Interest in it-- 
that there fs no room in ita dis- 
cuasions for any prejudice or pre- 
possession, for national , sympa- 
thies and antipathies, or for poli- 
tical considerations of any kind. 
The only things that matter are 
the economic realities.” 

The Datly News thinks that the 
statement clears the alr, and Lau- 
aunne can now settle down — to 
realities, but makes the point that 
“no reasonable person, even in 
Germany, would bre prepared to 
swear to the economic impossi 
bility of Germany's resuminge some 
small payment of reparations in 
the distant future if world trade 
revived,” 

Cannot Pay Now, 

The Daily Telegraph says: 

“That Germany ennnot pay te. 
parations now is clear enough, 
and so much was stated In the 
Tiasle raport. But that she will
